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THE FARMERS’ AWAKENING. 


One of the most interesting and gratify­ 
ing features of the exceedingly interesting 
situation created by the Borah proposal for 
an international conference was the fact 
that so many spokesmen for the western 
farmers favored it. 
Among these, accord­ 
ing to dispatches from Washington, were 
Senators Capper, Ladd, Brookhart and Mc­ 
Nary. 
Many of the 
Washington 
corre­ 
spondents see plain evidences of powerful 
pressure from the agricultural interests in 
favor of some plan to bring about better 
conditions across the waters. 
, There seems to be little doubt that agri­ 
cultural America, 
especially the agricul­ 
tural west, has removed the scales from its 
eyes— the scales which for so long a time 
have blinded it to the importance of the in­ 
ternational problem to the farmer. 
For a 
long while it was 
impossible 
to get the 
western farmer to take much interest in 
the great question of foreign policy. 
Eu­ 
rope was far away from him and European 
affairs did not seem to him to have any di­ 
rect and important 
bearing 
on his own 
prosperity and well-being. 
The farmers 
of America, perhaps more than any other 
qlass of citizens should have been solidly 
in favor of the Wilson program of coopera­ 
tion with Europe, but, as a m atter of fact, 
most of them— except in the south— voted 
against it. 
The western farmers could not 
see that to leave Europe struggling vainly 
iii the slough of despondency would mean 
hard times on western farms, and of course, 
on southern farms also. 
rn* rn 
Now, however, 
experience 
has taught 
the lesson. The western farmer has realiz­ 
ed that as long 
as Europe’s 
chaos con­ 
tinues and European industry is paralyzed 
there can be no sufficient market for his 
products and no real prosperity for him. 
That is why the agricultural interest, rep­ 
resented by members of the farm bloc, is 
now added to that of the bankers, repre­ 
sented by the American Bankers* Associa­ 
tion, and that of the merchants and indus­ 
trial leaders, 
represented 
by the United 
States Chamber of Commerce, in Dressing 
the movement for abandonment of the poli­ 
cy* of isolation and the adoption of some 
positive program of cooperation with the 
European nations for the settlement of the 
fundamental problems 
which have para­ 
lyzed Europe since the war and now threat­ 
en to destroy it. 
This awakening of the western farmers 
is tile greatest thing that has happened in 
this* country since the colossal, blunder of 
1920, for which the western farmers were 
so largely responsible. 
We are close to the end of the period of 
dumb and silly indifference to the greatest 
and most 
important of all the 
questions 
confronting us— the question whether or 
not we are going to help save the world 
and ourselves from ruin. 
In the Idind de- 
tmrm of 1920 we answered that question 
in the negative. 
But the blindness is pas- 
sing-now, eyes have been opened, the farm ­ 
ers— the most potent element of all and 
mce, the blindest of all— now’ see where 
heir real interest lies. 
The old nonsense

“entanglements,” 
“international­ 
ism," etc., cannot 
fool 
them any longer. 
Their adhesion to the policy of cooperation 
—essentially the Wilson policy— means the

FROM THE FORESTS 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 6.—Revenue 
amounting to $5,063,527 was paid into 
the treasury from the national for­ 
ests during the fiscal year 1922, ac­ 
cording to the annual report of the 
forest service. 
Nearly $4,500,000 in 
receipts were derived from the use 
of timber and forage. 
The remain­ 
der was for use 
of land, including 
waterpower sites. 
Receipts for the 
last quarter w'ere far in excess of 
those for any previous quarter in the 
administration of the national for­ 
ests, except one In 1920, it was re­ 
ported. 
Income producing business in the 
national forests showed remarkable 
stability, the report continued, in 
view of the depressed or uncertain 
conditions in the timber and live 
stock industries of the west, which 
afford th a principal markets for na­ 
tional forest products. 
The abnor­ 
mally low output of western sawmills 
which caused a decrease in receipts 
from timber sales for the preceding 
year, continued until the last quar­ 
ter of the fiscal year 1922, but for 
that quarter they exceeded $620,000, 
and for the entire year totaled $1,- 
780,347, almost identical with those 
of 1921. 
Approximately 
twenty-two 
per 
cent of the cattle and fifty-three per 
cent of the sheep in eleven western 
states 
are 
grazed 
upon 
national 
forest ranges during a part or all 
of the year. 
Of national forest re­ 
ceipts, tw'enty-five per cent are given 
to the counties in which they lie, to 
be used for schools and roads.

Dr. Robert L. Kelly of New York, ex­ 
ecutive secretary, before the annual 
meeting of the Council of 
Church 
Boards of Education. 
“The charge frequently 
is 
made 
that students in liberal arts colleges 
—the core of American higher edu­ 
cation—work without aim 
or 
pro­ 
gram,” said Dr. 
Kelly. 
“In 
the 
judgment .of these critics 
absolute 
confusion exists in these strongholds 
as to the purpose of a college educa­ 
tion. The multiplication of plans for 
unifying college courses such as the

course 
in 
Contemporary 
Civilization for freshmen at Colum­ 
bia University, the requirement 
of

derson, dean of 
Tuiane 
University, 
New Orleans, La. 
The report was based on a survey 
of athletics at a la tee number of the 
leading universities and college 
of 
the country. 
"Among the leading abuses which 
the committee discovered were com­ 
mercialism, 
excessive 
expenditures 
of money, scouting for 
athletes .in 
preparatory schools, too much news­ 
paper publicity, gambling and over­ 
emphasis on the part of alumni and 
the general public of the relative im­ 
portance of athletics," Dean Ander­ 
son said. 
"The 
first 
step 
in 
eliminating 
these," Dean Anderson asserted, "is 
to give the faculty control not only 
over the eligibility 
of players, en­ 
trance requirements and scholastic 
training, 
but also 
over 
finances, 
schedules and 
the employment 
of 
coaches.’* 
Dean Anderson said there was a 
general tendency 
to 
increase 
th! 
amount spent for athletics. 
"This exaggerates the relative im­ 
portance of athletics.

BASEBALL HORIZON
